She suggested that arming for medi- 
cal help in war had always been — witt- 
ingly or unwittingly — arming for war 
itself, 

Christians, she said, had always 
found ways of evading the fact that 
their noble and foremost duty of help- 
ing the wounded and dying was super» 
seded by the duty to prevent wounds 
and death in the first place. In thè nu- 
clear age, the long practised Christian 
division of labour in terms of wounding 
and bandaging must come to an end. 

Even top ranking members of the me- 
dical profession and the military (as for 
instance the former inspector of the 
Bundesweht medical service, Dr Reben- 
tisch) now openly say that modern wea- 
pons of mass destruction make any 
form of help illusory in ã war. 

But even so, Doctors Till Bastian, of
